lives havo hesn losl in threading whai wers
suppased to be well-known maln channsla
We have not provided adequate veasals or
sdequats maehinery for the survey and
charting. Wa have used old vessals that
wore not big enough or strong socugh and
which wara sn haarly unssawarthy that our
Inspectors would not bhave allowsd privaie
awners to send tham to sed.

Sent to Mexican Border

Washington, D, C.—President Wil-
son, after & brief discussion, with his
eabinet Wednesday, directed Becretary
Garrison to order sufficient troops to
Naco, Aris., to handle any emer-
gencies that might arise there In con-
pection with the firing scroas the
Amarican border from Moxlcan terri-

tory.

Hecretary Garrlson later announced
that be had ordered Brigadier Genaral
TaskerlH. Bliss to start for Naco with

three batteries of fleld artillery and
“awalt further orders.”’

The wsecretary declined to diseuss
what he termed *‘the diplomatic wside’’
of the case, referring inquirers to the
State department., Secretary Bryan
had retired when the army orders be-
eame public, but it is known that this
action followed the exchange of tele-
grams between the Federal govern-
ment and Governor Hunt, of Arizona,
in which the lstter described ‘the firing
from the Mexicean factions across the
line ns n serions menace to residenta
of Arizona.

It is understood that when the tele-
grams from Governor Hunt were laid
before the eabinet, the President also
directed SBecretary Bryan to transmit
& warning through American consuls
to both Mexican factions fighting near
the boundary that firing into American
territory must be discontinued.

While the outeome of suech negotin-
tions s will be conducted through the
State department ls awaited, the ar-
tillery and cavalry of the American
army will stand guard ready to carry
lout any orders which ‘may develop
from tho conference with the Mexican
chiefs.

tion,

He said the trust and currency legis-
Iative program of his sdministration
virtually had been completed, leaving
no conjecture as to what was to fol-
low, and that there was a clear and
firm road ahead on which honest men
might travel with perfect confidence.

For passage at this session the Pres-
ident urged measures to meet the
changed conditions due to the Euro-
pean war, particularly the government
ship purchase bill, measures to unlock
resources of the national domain and
to encourage improvement of naviga-
ble waters for generation of power
and the bill already passed by the
house to give ‘“‘a larger measure of
self-government to the people of the
Philippines.”"

When he entered the house chamber,
where Viece President Marshall and
Speaker Clark president over a joint

Steel Made Many Times
Stronger by Scientist

Chicago—The discovery of a revolu-
tionary method of treating steel by
which it is made several times the
strength of the present product was
annuonced before the National Acad-
emy of Sciences Wednesday by Fro-
fessor A. A. Michelson, winner two
years ago of the Nobel prize for phys-
ical research work,

Professor Michelson explained the
new steel, which he said would revolu-
tionize warfare by making fortifiea-
tions as well as ammunition many
time stronger than at present. The
new steel wounld advance peaceful proj-
ects, he said, by permitting the erec-
tion of skyscrapers to heighta never yet
undertaken and the construetion of
greater suspension bridges than have
heretofore been possible.
